Elcetrie Car Drops a Hundred 
Feet to Murky Waters That 
Lay Below. 


THE 
PASSENGERS 
DROWNED. 


The Night Was Dark and the Draw llrldge 
Open When the; Terriblo DIstaster 
Came. 
At Cleveland, 
Ohio, 
a 
heavy 
electric motor car, 
containing 
be- 
tween twonty and thirty 
passen- 
gers went through tho draw of the 
Central 
viaduct 
last 
Saturday 
evening and dropped 100 feet into 
tho river below. 
It 
was 
a 
horror, 
tho liko of 
which never was seen before. 
Tho Central 
viaduct 
is 
a hugh 
stilt bridge, 3,000 feet long, mado 
of iron. 
It connects 
tho Heights 
and prosperous 
rcsidenco sections 
on both sides 
with 
the business 
center of tho city. 
Directly over tho river is a draw 
bridgo of the pivot, swinging 
pat-tor- 
and this 
100 
feet above tho 
surface of tho water. 
Tho 
d 
motor 
can, 
with 
its 
twenty 
or 
thirty 
peoplo, 
approached 
tho 
bridgo just as a vessel was nearing 
it. 
Tho bridgo attendants 
had 
clos- 
ed tho big iron gates and were 
pre-paiin- g 
to swing tho draw. 
As is tho rulo, tho car stopped 
and tho conductor wont forward to 
release a switch in caso 
tho way 
was clear. 
Ho 
must 
havo 
been 
blinded by tho electric lights, 
for, 
although tho gates were closed and 
tho draw in motion, tho conductor 
raised tho switch handle. 
Tho motorman applied the 
cur- 
rent and tho car shot forward 
and 
struck the gates with a crash. 
Thero was 
only 
a 
moment's 
pauso 
and 
thon 
tho 
heavy 
car 
ground its way through the wreck-ag- o 
and 
plunged 
into tho black 
abyss amid tho screams and frantic 
struggles of the passengers, who at 
tho first intimation of danger, rush- 
ed for tho rear door. 
Tho car struck tho wator with 
a 
great splash and thcro was silence. 
In an mcrediblo 
short 
space of 
time tho work of rescue begun. 
All tho 
occupants of tho 
car, 
with tho exception 
of ono, 
who 
managed to jump to tho ground as 
it toppled over, went down to 
cer- 
tain death. 
Tho car disappeared 
from sight 
as soon as it struck tho water 
and 
overy ono 
of tho passengers was 
drowned. 
Within fivo minutes af- 
ter the accident 
tho rivor 
flowed 
peacefully 
on, 
its 
surfaco 
nothing 
of tho 
terriblo 
tragedy that lay boneath.

After the open- 
ing chorus and prayer Judge 
Cluff 
introduced 
Supt.

delivered a stirring

patriotic 
address, containing 
numerous 
sta- 
tistics on school affairs. 
Ho 
dem- 
onstrated the fact that the average 
salary paid to teachers is very low. 
Ho urged the segregation of School 
Superintendent from that of 
Pro-bat- o 
Judge, bringing forth facts to 
sustain his 
position. 
In alluding 
to tho now apportionment 
law 
ho 
said ho was sure it was tho correct 
system, and mado 
comparisons 
in 
a clear logical way 
to 
carry 
out 
his ideas. 
Before closing ho paid 
a high tribute to tho integrity, 
in- 
telligence and faithfulness 
of our 
teachois. 
His whole address was 
a masterly effort in the 
causo 
of 
education and was 
greatly 
appre- 
ciated by his hearers. 
Gov. Hughes was next introduced. 
Ho alluded with much 
feeling, to 
tho 
wounderful 
development 
of 
Graham county, in every 
ono of 
her 
industries, 
tho 
high 
moral 
character and steadfastness of her 
people and tho wonderful 
richness 
of her 
mineral 
and 
agricultural 
lands. 
He dwelt briefly 
on 
ter- 
ritorial 
affairs in 
general, 
and 
laws passed by tho last legislature 
and to those 
which 
found their 
birth in Graham county in particu- 
lar. 
His remarks from beginning

MEAT 
RAW; 


A Carious Habit Suld to Bo Increasing 
In 
London. 
The 
well-know- 
n 
favor with which 
Englishmen 
regard 
underdone 
beef 
brings to notices a curious habit which 
is said by tho New York Advertiser 
to bo on tho incrcaso in London, that 
of eating meat raw, or nearly so. 
Tho 
habit started from a belief that it was 
conducive to health. 
Of lato years there has been n great 
run 
on 
tho gravy or juice expressed 
from raw beef by tho 
latter 
being 
squeezed into pulp; but, quite apart 
from this, many regular customers buy 
the finest cuts with a special view to 
eating the latter raw, each customer 
having an earnest belief that ho bene- 
fits in health from tho 
practice. 
In 
most cases it is moro than a matter of 
health than of actual taste. 
There aro 
two remarkable points about raw meat 
eating, one of them being that a great 
many butchers themselves constantly 
cut prime bits off and chow them. 
Tho other point is that a great many 
people, who do not at homo eat in a raw 
stato tho meat that they buy, ju'dge the 
quality when buying by chewing a bit 
of raw meat, just as they might tasto of 
butter or cheese. 
A celebrated London 
barrister cats quantities 
of the best 
steak finely minced with salad, aud in a 
great many other cases tho meat is cut 
into 
very 
slim 
shreds 
and 
mado 
into sandwiches, with seasoning added. 
Restaurant-keeper- 
s 
say that the chief 
call is for meat very much underdone, 
but there aro great numbers of faddy 
people who eat meat absolutely raw. ' 


Costly Chicken Diet. 
Recently J. E. Thurmond, a wealthy 
farmer, who lives between Louisiana 
and Bowling Green, Mo., on removing 
the "sparkler" 
from his shirt bosom 
placed it in safe keeping on tho mantle, 
but on seeking it a littlo while after- 
ward the costly jewel had taken flight.

quiry failed to connect anyone witli its 
sudden disappearance;

Valloy, fcrlobe & Northern 
railroad 
was built from tho 
Southern 
Pa 
cific road, at Bo wio, into the county. 
At this writing it has its terminus 
at Thomas, but is pushing 
ahead, 
with tho rich mining 
district 
oi 
Globe, in Gila county, for 
its 
ob 
jective point. 
This road traverses 
tho valley of tho Gila, which 
com- 
prises tho largest 'and best tract of 
agricultural 
land in 
tho 
eastern 
part of tho Territory. 
Tho area of tho county 
approxi- 
mates 7000 square miles. 
It is all 
at an olevation of moro than 
2,500 
feet above sea level, which secures 
it from tho burning 
heats 
exper- 
ienced in tho lower valleys to tho 
west. 
Its surface is diversified by 
rolling hills, precipitous 
and rug 
god mountain ranges, elevated pla-
